When other topics are exhausted at an 
Anglo-Indian dinner table, the ‘compery 
always drifts into a subject very common in 
tropical climates—snakes. 
seldom bitten by snakes in India, but the rep-

COLD WINTER IN ENGLAND. 


A London illustrated gives some strik- 
ing pictures of the effects of the cold 
winter they have had in Britain this 
year, men found frozen to death in the 
metropolis, Skating in Regent Park, 
snow shovelling in the streets, travelled 
roads and railways blocked up by snow 
in the country chstricts. Drifts, 
eight days without vommunication be- 
tween two Derbyshire towns which were 
only seven miles apart In the neigh- 
borhood of Sheffield the snow banks were 
9 to W feet deep.
